pendent that the resistance at the 
capltol had been of a nature worthy 
of a better cause, that each yard of 
rampart was covered by the dead, an(! 
that General Nicolas Rolando, the last 
representative of the Revolution *end 
his two lieutenants. Generals Pablo 
and Guzman, and General I'Yancfsco 
Vasquez, bad been taken prisoners 
No adequate idea can be cabled of 
the scene which Ciudad Bolivar pre- 
sents. The city appears to have been 
swept by a cyclone, accompanied by a 
conflagration.

that the news of the death of the Pope reached 
London. As soon as he was informed of the de- 
cease of the Holy Father, the correspondent of 
the Associated Press, at Rome, cabled New York 
by all the various routes. One of these messages 
was sent by the French Cable company from 
Brest to New York and anived at its destination 
in a few seconds, in spite of the crowded condi- 
tion of all lines starting at Rome and ending at 
New York. The New York office of the Associated 
Press in its turn cabled the news to the Reuter 
Agency in London, which had not yet heard of it, 
although there exists a direct wire from Rome to 
London.

We understand it has cabled 
its congratulations and thanks to M. Beard, the 
under secretary of state for posts and telegraphs 
(of France) and to the French Cable comgany.

Tornado Which Wrought Loss of Life and De- 


struction of Property—Three Are Dead, 


One Hundred Injured—2,000 


Clearing Wreckage. 


Paterson, N. J., July 23.—Mayor 


John Hinchllffe today called together 
the leading citizens of Patterson to 
devise ways and means ot providing 
relief at once for the people most sore- 
ly stricken by the 
tornado 
which 


wrought death and destruction in this 
city yesterday. Two thousand 
men 


were set to work today to clear away 
the wreckage strewn in the streets by 
the storm. In summing the tornado's 
work, Patterson today counts 
three 


dead, 100 injured, 50 families made 
homeless and a property loss estimat- 
ed at $200,000. The tornado mowed 
a path 01 destruction 400 feet 
wide 


trom the southwest to the northeast of 
the city. 


The Dead. 


Joseph Vandam. 20 years old. was 


crushed to death under a falling build- 
ing. 


Richard Hancock, 8 years old. had 


tbe back of his head cut off by a falling 
roof. 


Mrs. Mary Nevin, 75 years old. died 


from fright. 


About 25 persons are under treat- 


ment at the hospitals. It is expected 
all will recover. John Saunders. a 
steel worker 
in the Paasaic

mill, is the worst injured, being badly 
cut about the body and face.

RENEWAL OF 


BILLET POOL 


Will Have Steadying Effect on Market. 


Small Tonnage Reaches Market. 


New York, July 23.—Commenting 


upon the renewal of the billet pool, 
the Iron Age says it is generally ac- 
knowledged that the revival of the 
agreement will have a steadying ef- 
fect upon the steel market, yet that 
market is much restricted, when com- 
pared with what it was in olden days. 


Only a small part of the steel ton- 


nage reaches the open market. Many 
of the outside finishing mills, large 
and small, have their own steel works, 
which supply a considerate part of 
their requirements, 
and 
sometimes 


furnish a slight surplus. 
The many 


important finishing mills have long- 
time, sliding scale contracts, which 
are not affected by recent happen- 
ings. SUH, the welfare of many small 
works will largely depend upon the 
course which the associated 
steel 


makers, nearly all sellers of finished 


products of one kind or another, will 
pursue. 


Regarding general conditions, the 


paper says: 


"The burning Question is to what 


extent the decline in securities will 
check new undertakings, and thus ad- 
versely affect the demand. 


"In the iron trade proper, the wait- 


ing attitude of buyers is being per- 
sisted in and is having its effect up- 
on prices. 


"There have been repeated rumors 


that large consuming interests have 
beguu to bay foundry iron for the 
second 
half, but investigation has 


shown them to be without foundation. 


What business is being done, is con- 


Bned to the covering of requirements 
for 30 days, which in the case of 
some smelters means pretty 
large 


blocks. 
But the real movement ha* 


not yet materialiied.

Corn la a fattening food and in 
feeding hogs for market is un exceed- 
ingly »atisfactr>ry ration, but for the 
breeding bog corn do«» not supply the 
essential constituents for the forma- 
tion of muscle and bone. Vartom s'Us- 
gestloua are made aa to how the breed- 
ing hog Bhould be fed so that maxi: 
mum development of bone and muscle 
will be obtained at a comparatively 
email cost There are those who claim 
that we should grow more rye, oats and 
barley to feed iu conjunction with our 
corn, because these supply tbe flenh 
forming and bone forming constituents. 
Whether then* Is wisdom in this sug- 
gestion or not we are at once brought 
face to face with the fact that less 
than half the number of pounds per 
acre can be raised of any of these 
crops than can be raised in a crop of 
com. How, then, shall w« handle our 
hogs so that their principal food eon- 
•Utuent shall be raised at a small cost? 


Among our older breeders we find a 


few who are eiceedlugly favorable to 
the practice of allowing their breeding 
hogs to have a large run during the 
summer months. It is claimed by these 
that by so doing they can build up a 
strong frame at a small cost considered 
from the standpoint of grain supply. 
If hogs are given access to a clover 
pasture they may be supplied with 
corn in sufficient quantities to keep 
them In good, thrifty condition, while 
at the same time corn fed in this way 
has no tendency to induce tbe lay!r>« 
on of too must fat nor does it unduly 
hent the blood of the animal. 


By tbe use of woven wire fences an 


opportunity is afforded for giving the 
hogs a run of not only the pastures. 
but also tbe meadows. For tbe best 
results In the pasturing of bogs it is 
generally advisable to put in some spe- 
cial crops, like rape, soy beans or cow- 
peas. as these supply green food at a 
time when our clovers and grosses 
have become dried out. 
While- we 


strongly advocate tbe practice of giv- 
ing liogs as free a rauKC a* possible.

Siberian Mlll-t. 


As much is being written about 


droujtbt resisting crop* for Kansas. I 
want to sny a word for Siberian millet. 
Last year I sowed twelve acres to Si- 
berian ciillet. using about 
twenty 


pounds to the acre, which made a pret 
ty thick stand. I sowed about the raid- 
die of May and cut It with a binder 
about the middle of July, the seed being 
ripe, but the stalk and leaf were still 
green, not having changed color at all. 
In a few days the stubble beifas to 
throw out suckers, each of which rip- 
ened a little bead of seed, and as there 
wore several of these suckers to a stalk 
it made fine pasture. I throbbed 320 
bushels Of seed snd bad n large stack 
of excellent hay mii>qtin!od for stock 
by any hay except alfalf.i. In growth 
it is larger than the poldcn, but not so 
Jarjre as tb«- German millet. A food 
crop fan be ralaod after tu^Iiit; off a 
crop of wheat or oats if ther • are no 
chinch blips in tbe stubble and the sea 
son 11 favorable. I consider it one of 
tbt> best drought pointing crop* w« 
have.--Cor. Kansas Farmer.
